UNDER BOND ACT

GIVEN ALTERNATIVE OF CASH 


PAYMENT OR LONG TIME. 


Resolution Introduced Causes Tempo- 


rary Delay—Reservoir Matter 


Acted Upon. 


A resolution introduced into the 


meeting of the Covina city council 
this week at the meeting on Tuesday 
night, makes a distinct change in the 
manner in which work of improve- 
ment on Citrus avenue is to be done. 
It is contemplated to offer the alterna- 
tive of a bond issue to the property 
holders along this street, instead of 
the work being accomplished on a 
strictly cash basis, as was the case in 
the macadamizing of Center street. 


Under the new state law it is pos- 


sible for the city to "give time" to the 
property holders, by allowing the col- 
lections to be made under the new 
bonding act. The property owners will 
have thirty days from the time of 
completion to pay cash if they so de- 
sire, while ou the other hand they 
may allow it to run on bond for a 
period of ten years at interest of 
seven per cent. It is understood that 
the bonds may be taken up at any 
time. 


This change in the plans of the city 


council was introduced for the gen- 
eral expedition of the work, but will 
cause a temporary delay. The resolu- 
tion will h.e taken up at the next meet- 
Ing for final disposal, as it must lie 
for five days after its introduction be- 
fore it can be acted upon. The macad- 
amizing of Citrus avenue will then be 
commenced, after the letting of the 
contract. The work will extend from 
one city limit to the other, north and 
south. 


A report was received from 
the 


board of health, stating that the res- 
ervoir on San Bernardino road, which 
supplies drinking water for the city, 
had been inspected by the board and 
found to be in a deplorable condition, 
the trustees instructed 
City Clerk 


Pence to confer with the president of 
the water company in Los Angeles 
for the purpose of having the condi- 
tions rectified. It is found that this 
reservoir filled with animal matter, 
live polywogs and 
extraneous 
sub- 


stances which pollute the drinking 
water of the city. The city trustees 
wish to urge the directors of this com- 
pany to place a covering on the reser- 
voir and to thoroughly clean it, as 
it is thought that the city is placed 
in danger of an epidemic of disease. 


City Clerk Pence stated this week 


that he had not been able to get into 
conference with President Hunting- 
ton, but that the conference would 
take place some time this week. The 
city trustees are determined to rec- 
tify the conditions and if necessary 
will bring drastic measures to bear 
upon the company. 


WITH A SHOT-GUN. 


Anthony Smith, Eighty Years 
Old, 


Hunts Imaginary Enemies and 


is Arrested. 


Hounded by imaginary foes that 


dogged 
his footsteps 
wherever 
he 


went, Anthony Smith, an octogenar- 
ian soldier of the Civil war, attempt- 
ed to shoot up the blacksmith shop' 
of James Corbett of Charter Oak last 
Saturday, and because of 
repeated 


attempts to kill the wily foes of his 
imagination, was arrested Wednes- 
day by Deputy Sheriff Van Vliet and 
taken to Los Angeles to stand trial 
before the lunacy commission. 


Smith is over eighty years old, but 


a virile old man. He is a character 
that has long been known in the val- 
ley, 
where his flowing black beard, 


shot with streaks of gray, and his sol- 
dierly bearing have often been re- 
marked. 
While living in Vineland, 


near Covina, Smith says that people 
used to molest him, and that "they" 
were in the habit of hiding in the 
bushes and mimicing the bark of a 
coyote as he passed. 


A short time ago he moved to Char- 


ter Oak, where he bought five acres 
of land, and last winter he joined the 
Methodist Church in Glendora. Late- 
ly he has been acting very strangely,

shot-gun. For some reason he selected 
Corbett's blacksmith shop as a desir- 
able place to bombard last week, 
which ended the .patience the owner 
has had with him. Mr. Corbett over- 
powered the old man arrd took his gun 
away and sent {oiT-the officers. Smith 
was taken to Los Angeles next day. 
The old man has spent some time at 
Soldiers' Home at Sawtelle, and will 
probably be sent back there.

AZUSA AVENUE RANCHERS FEEL 


NEED OF ADDITIONAL PACK-, 


ING HOUSE. 


Increase 
In 
Orange 
Acreage 
and 


Growth of Orchards Crowding 


Present House Capacity. 


The formation of a new citrus pack- 


ing association, midway between' Co- 
vina and Irwindale, and the building 
of a suitable packing house for the 
packing of the oranges of that dis- 
trict, was the reason for a meeting 
held Saturday evening at. the home of 
B. F. Thorpe, and there is every rea- 
son to believe that the work will he 
pushed to completion before the next 
navel season opens. 


The ranchers of that vicinity met 


with W. M. Griswold, manager of the 
Covina Fruit Exchange, present, and 
discussed the fact that the Covina 
Highlands Association of which G. N. 
Atwood is manager, has more fruit 
in its district proper than it can care 
for, owing to the growth of the trees 
and the setting out of more orchards 
which have come into bearing. 
This 


house has become more and more 
congested each year, until the grow- 
ers on the edge of the Irwindale dis- 
trict were forced to take the step 
which is now proposed. 
The fact 


that the haul from this district Is 
also a long one, entailing a -good deal 
of expense was also considered. Some, 
of the -fruit has been going to the 
Azusa packing house, and the remain 
der has been divided between the 
Covina and Irwindale houses. 


The ranchers discussed the proposi- 


tion of erecting a building on Azusa 
avenue at the junction of the South- 
ern Pacific railroad. 
A committee 


was chosen to make an effort to se- 
cure a site at this point. This house 
will make the fourth one to he erect- 
ed in the Covina district by the Cali- 
fornia Fruit Exchange, which is now 
handling about 65 per cent of the 
fruit of the valley. 
Another reason 


for the maintenance of the new build- 
ing as advanced by growers this week 
is that of bringing a larger acreage 
of fruit into the exchange which is 
often handled by independent com- 
panies. 


Manager B. Miller of the Irwindale 


packing house said yesterday that the 
new building and site would probably 
entail an expense aggregating $10,000 
or $12,000. In his estimation there 
would be about 300 acres appurtant 
to the packing house as a start, and 
other acreage would probably find it 
convenient to pack the fruit from this 
point. Until the report of the com- 
mittee investigating the matter of the 
site is received there will probably be 
nothing further done, but it is inti- 
mated that the new house will be fin- 
ished and in proper operation before 
the opening of the coming season.

THROTTLING THE TRADE. 


Some Pertinent Facts For Consumer 


and Producer Brought to Light 


Recently. 


What is the reason why transcon- 


tinental 
freight rates to the 
Pacific 


reason why this old question, so con- 
tinually threshed out, and so continu- 
ally a thorn in the flesh of Pacific 
trade, is practically in the same posi- 
tion of two decades gone? The voters 
of Covina have as much to do with 
this, as any portion of the state of 
California, The people are to blame. 
The voters are at fault. Not the peo- 
ple of Covina, not the people of Cali- 
fornia, but the voters of the United 
States. 


Although the story* of the throttling 


of competition by the Southern Paci- 
fic railroad is an old one, the fact of 
its existence is just as fresh as ever. 
The conditions 'have come strongly to 
light again in the speech last week 
of Congressman McLachlan of this 
district 
who flung some pertinent 


facts before the house in his speech 
in 
favor 
of 
a government-owned 


steamship line on the Pacific Coast, 
similar to the one owned on the At- 
lantic seaboard by the United States. 
Why cannot we have the benefit of a 
competitive system? 
That's what 


Congressman 
McLachlan 
wants 
to 


j know .To operate a government line 
of steamships here, in 
conjunction 


with the government-owned Panama 
railroad, would give us a lever that 
would force the Southern Pacific road 


i to make a cut in rates which would 
be fair'.y astounding in its cheapening 
effect. 
In his advocacy of this legis- 


lation, Congressman 
Mcl.achlan 
re- 


ferred to the conditions which came to 
light soon after the building of the 
Panama railroad. lie said: 


"The 
Southern 
Pacific 
railroad, 


about 1872, foreseeing the danger to 
their continental rates in this new- 
line, entered into an agreement with 
these business men in New York City 
whereby they took over the Pacific 
steamship line, and merged it into 
what is now known as 
the 
Pacific 


Mail Steamship Company, a line of 
steamers on the Pacific Coast owned 
and controlled'by the Southern Paci- 
fic railroad. That arrangement con- 
tinued for nearly 20 years. 


"At the beginning the transconti- 


nental railroads, seeing tne danger in 
this Isthmian line, entered into an ar 
rangement with the Panama railroad 
line whereby the transcontinental rail 
roads' purchased , what they Called 
"reserved space tonnage," in each of 
these vessels, amounting to 2400 tons 
per month. They did that in order to

HISTORY OP TRANSACTION. 
"The history of this transaction 


from the time that arrangement was 
entered into shows that shippers of- 
fering freight in New York City by 
the way of Panama were told, often, 
that there was no space, that it was 
all taken, and they were urged to 
ship their goods across the continent 
by rail.

OVERSHADOWING ISSUE. 


Some Important Considerations Which 


Should Affect the Vote of the 


Orange Growers. 


There are five candidates for the 


Republican nomination for governor, 
and a pleurallty will nominate, in- 
stead of a majority, which is required 
in nominating conventions. Consider- 
ing the probable division of the vote, 
it Is evident that the Republican nom- 
ination may be made by a number far 
less than a majority of the party. In 
Los Angeles the registration is heav- 
ier than any other portion of the state, 
.and it is within the power of the vot- 
ers of this section of the state to 
fcomihate whomsoever they may de- 
sire.

There are various Issues which are 


sought to be made and upon which 
extremists will urge the voters to 
divide at the primary, without refer- 
ence to any other issue.

If any duties are to be reduced, it 


is absolutely certain that the first 
commodities selected for the slaughter 
•will be such distinctive products of 
California as oranges, lemons and 
other fruits. At the hearing before 
the Ways and Means Committee no 
duties were more bitterly 
assailed 


than those which enabled these Cali- 
fornia industries to exist. In event 
of reduction they would be the first 
to suffer. They have been put where 
they are by the assistance of the stal- 
wart eastern Republicans, and 
for 


their continuance California cannot 
rely on a single insurgent congress- 
Mian. If by their votes the Republi- 
cans of California express any sympa- 
thy 
whatever for insurgency, our

ranch house and corrals are situated 
is reached in a drive of a few minutes 
from the center of Covina, and as you 
swing out onto the plains where the 
barley and wheat is raised, the pleas- 
ant tang of ocean air comes in from 
the southwest through the gap in the 
foothills far across the famous "Lucky 
Baldwin" rancho. A gentle wind is 
always blowing here, and in the warm 
days of summer, many pilgrims climb 
up to the hills that suround the ranch 
for a breath of the cooler air of higher 
altitudes. Behind the ranch house lie 
two hundred acres of land where the 
fruit trees are to be planted when the 
work of raising the water next fall is 
accomplished. The soil is blue-black 
here, as it is over the entire ranch and 
hillside, decomposed blue granite of 
linn texture, holding water well, and 
wonderfully productive, as the fields 


north, the stern head of Mount San 
Antonio looks down, hoary with its 
chilled covering of ever-present snow 
Turning to the south the eye is con- 
fronted more intimately and near'y hy 
the mountain-heads in the foothills a 
few minutes' walk from the ranch 
house—Inspiration 
Point, 
and 
the 


long curved line of hills and lomas 
that stretch off toward the old Span- 
ish town of La Puente on the south of 
the Baldwin ranch. 


Climbing up the wagon trail to the 


Riggins pasture hills, one is immedi- 
ately 
impressed 
with

beauty in conformation, for the hills 
succeed each other in flowing round- 
ed shapes that bler.l together, and 
over them all the wild walnut trees, 
like wayside good Samaritans, shade 
the cattle and horses in the warm 
hours of the afternoon. 
Nothing im- 


presses one so much with the beauty 
of these rolling hills as the wild wal- 
nut trees, for they stand everywhere, 
symmetrical in shape, low-hanging, 
inviting everyone to share their shade, 
and although scattered about, the hills 
in thousands upon thousands, they 
never seem to lose their individuality, 
each one seeming to be 
sufficient 


unto itself.

with its multitude of electric lights 
by night, and the haze above Los An- 
geles—all can be seen from the Rig- 
gins hills, while the famous 30,000 
acre rancho of the Lucky Baldwin es- 
tate stretches away on the southwest 
in a sea of grain fields to the banks 
of the San Gabriel river. Covina lies 
intimately at the foot of the hills, 
covered with its checker-board of or- 
ange and lemon groves, gleaming in 
many different varieties 
of 
green. 


It is one of the mos.'t beautiful per- 
spectives in Southern California, and 
a residence, commanding one of these 
heights would bring to the dwellers 
in the hills a daylong inspiration.
